In terms 
of % water, applicants claim 1% and the prior art teaches 1.1%. The small difference is encompassed by "about". Applicants also argue 
that example 2 teaches 18% cellulose. However, example 7 teaches 3.8% cellulose and example 8 teaches 2% cellulose. Applicants cite 
a declaration by Damian, however, that declaration does not appear to be of record. Regarding second 1 12 1st para, rejection over 
claims 30-31 , 33-34, applicants argue that the patient could have reported pain during any ot the times recited in the rejection. However, 
applicants assertion is without any support in the specification.
